by gravity yards at major SP dis- 
tribution points, At Eugene, SP’s 
most advanced gravity yard, a 
computer further simplifies the 
procedure, 

About 2,400 cars a day are proc- 
essed by this busy yard, As they 
roll over the yard’s crest, the com- 
puter directs them into pre-deter- 
mined classification tracks and 
controls their speed so that they 
couple gently with other cars on 
these tracks. 

Cars for the PSSE are separated 
from other incoming traffic and 
collected throughout the day and 
early evening. A punched card is 
prepared for each car, The card 
contains, in addition to other in- 
formation about the car, a “tag” 
or destination code number. 

Shortly before the PSSE’s de- 
parture time, its cars are reclassi- 
fied. Their cards are fed into the 
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computer, which has been “in- 
structed” to read them and class- 
ify the cars according to the “tag”’ 
numbers (i.e. “send all cars whose 
cards read 0538 to track 10,” etc.). 

The cars are pushed over the 
crest and the computer does the 
rest — all in a matter of minutes. 
A switch engine at the other end 
of the yard assembles the blocks, 
diesel units are added, and the 
PSSE is ready to roll. 

PSSE cars are grouped into 
four blocks: 
* the El Paso block includes cars 
for interchange with other rail- 
roads at El Paso and Tucumcari, 
and for delivery to SP patrons in 
West Texas. 
* the San Antonio-Houston block 
includes cars for delivery to T&L 
points as far east as New Orleans. 
* the Pine Bluff block includes 
cars for delivery by the Cotton 


Belt to connecting lines at Mem- 
phis. 

* the East St. Louis block in- 
cludes cars routed through that 
gateway to points in the Midwest 
and East. 

At Tucson, these blocks are con- 
solidated with similar blocks from 
SP freights originating at Rose- 
ville, Los Angeles and other points. 
Entire trains made up from the 
consolidated blocks leave Tucson 
daily for T&L and Cotton Belt 
points and for delivery to connect- 
ing lines. The PSSE often con- 
tinues on to El Paso with its own 
E] Paso cars, augmented by simi- 
lar traffic from other trains. 

“Tt takes many kinds of advance 
planning, including pre-blocking, 
to maintain on-time performance,” 


says J. J. Willis, general superin-. 


tendent of transportation. “It’s an 
essential part of today’s railroad- 


ing.” 


“Teamwork is another vital fac- 
tor,” adds A. W. Kilborn, super- 
intendent of the. Oregon Division. 
“It takes the closely coordinated

SP Outlines Opportunities 


Every year, SP takes part ina 
number of “job fairs” and “career 
guidance centers” for high school 
students. 

During 1967, about 90,000 stu- 
dents, teachers and parents in 
Oregon and California attended 
these conferences. They visited 
booths set up by the participating 
firms and heard talks on job op- 
portunities in various fields. 

“In talking with students, we 
stress the importance of a high 
school diploma as a minimum re- 
quirement for most career jobs 
in today’s business world,” ex- 
plains L, C. Chapman, supervisor 
of employment at San Francisco. 

“Students and even teachers 
are often surprised at the advanced 
technology being used by railroads 
these days,” he adds. 

As a member of Plans for Pro- 
gress and an “equal opportunity 
employer,” SP makes it clear that 
the jobs it offers are open to all, 
regardless of race, creed, color or 


national origin. 

The Company also participates 
in vocational guidance institutes 
at San Francisco, Los Angeles 
and Houston, These institutes are 
sponsored jointly by Plans for 
Progress firms, colleges and uni- 
versities to acquaint high school 
counselors with career opportuni- 
ties available to their minority 
students, As part of this program, 
several groups of counselors visited 
SP facilities last year. This year, 
SP representatives will pay retum 
visits to the schools, 

During 1967, SP was one of 
about 200 Plans for Progress com- 
panies taking part in a Washing- 
ton, D. C. conference aimed at 
increasing communication and un- 
derstanding between the business 
community and representatives of 
some 80 predominently Negro 
colleges. SP representatives also 
visited a number of these colleges 
to explain career opportunities in 
the transportation field.

$156 Million For 
Better Service 


Southern Pacific put $156 mil- 
lion to work in 1967 to improve the 
transportation services it offers in 
today’shighly competitive market. 

Added to SP’s rail and highway 
fleets were about 3,800 new freight 
cars costing more than $67 mil- 
lion, 131 diesel locomotives costing 
about $34 million, and 621 high- 
way units costing about $3.5 mil- 
lion. Thirty-one cabooses were also 
acquired. 


SP Asks ICC OK fo 
Drop ‘City of S.F.’ 


Mounting losses are compelling 
Southern Pacific to ask the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission for 
authority to discontinue the City 
of San Francisco passenger train 
between Oakland and Ogden, it 
was announced this month. The 
train is losing an entimated $950,- 
000 a year at present, and business 
continues to decline. 

“It costs $4,800 to run the train 
on each trip,” explains Robert M. 
Jochner, passenger traffic manager 
at San Francisco, “Tickets, dining 
and lounge car business, mail and 
everything else brings in total rev- 
enue of only $3,500 per trip. This 
means our out-of-pocket loss aver- 
ages $1,300 each trip — or $2,600 
every day, counting both the east- 
bound and westbound trains.” 

Currently, SP sells only 78 or 
80 tickets per trip — “just about 
two busloads” — during the off- 
peak months, 

The mail revenues of the train 
also have declined drastically in 
recent years. “The Post Office De- 
partment last October took the 
railway post office car off the City 
as part of a broad national change 
in mail distribution patterns,” 
Jochner said. “This immediately. 
cut the train’s revenues by $450,- 
000 a year.”

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TOPS Technician 


SP’s $22 million TOPS project has opened new doors 


for Mrs. Lila Rainsford and many other SP employes. 


Mrs. Lila Rainsford, a systems 
analyst on the TOPS project, is 
one of the many Southern Pacific 
people who have moved into more 
interesting, more responsible jobs 
as a result of the computer “revo- 
lution” on our railroad. 

“There are about 150 SP people 
involved in designing computer 
systems for the Company,” she 
says. “SP helped them acquire the 
necessary technical knowledge by 
giving them a chance to attend 
various schools and special courses. 

“The TOPS project alone has 
meant better jobs for many rail- 
roaders,” she points out, “About 
75 per cent of the SP people now 
working on TOPS held other rail- 
road jobs before joining the proj- 
ect, and all of them have moved up 
in the process.” 

Lila, as she is known to her 
teammates on the $22 million proj- 
ect, started her SP career in 1951 
as a key punch operator in Equip- 
ment Service Accounts (now 
Equipment and Miscellaneous Ac- 
counting) at San Francisco. To- 
day, she is a key member of the 
TOPS technical staff and a spe- 


cialist in control programming. 

TOPS (Total Operations Proc- 
essing System), as most SP’ers 
know by now, is going to be one of 
the world’s largest “real time” 
data processing systems. It will 
pool information on every car, lo- 
comotive and train moving over 
SP lines, gathering it from various 
sources, keeping it constantly up- 
to-date, and making it almost in- 
stantly available to all who need 
it. 

The process of “telling” the 
computer how to perform all of 
these tasks is called programming. 
Over 200 programs, involving 
thousands of specific instructions, 
will have to be given to the TOPS 
computer by 1971, when all phases 
of the system will be fully opera- 
tional. (Much of this work has 
already been done.) 

Control programs — Lila’s spe- 
cialty — help regulate the flow of 
work to be performed by the com- 
puter. 

“They function somewhat like 
traffic cops,” she explains. 

Lila wrote many of the control 
programs for the project, and she

is now making minor adjustments 


to improve the way they perform 
with other programs. 

“This is a sophisticated type of 
programming,” says R. H. Brad- 
ley, manager of the TOPS project, 
“requiring a considerable amount 
of technical know-how. Mrs. 
Rainsford is an extremely valuable 
member of our group.” 

Lila’s first job with SP was only 
going to be temporary. 

“T had just graduated from the 
University of California with a de- 
gree in anthropology,” she says, 
“and I was planning to do some 
archeological digging. But family 
responsibilities intervened.” 

Lila operated key punching and 
tabulating machines for SP at San 
Francisco for several years, Then, 


jn 1961, she took advantage of the | 


opportunity — available to-all SP. 
people —- to take the program- 


es 


mer’s aptitude test, Having shown 


a marked aptitude for this work, 
‘SP arranged for her to take a 
short, but intensive course in basic 
programming. 

She spent the next two years on 
the 4 p.m. to midnight shift, first 
as a computer operator; then, as a 
maintenance programmer. 

She was sent to school again to 
learn how to “communicate” with 
some of SP’s more advanced com- 
puter equipment; then, in Septem- 
ber, 1963, she was assigned to 
Systems Research as a systems 
associate. 

“Jean Kennedy (Mrs. J. M. 
Kennedy, now a systems analyst) 
and I were the first two gals in the 
department,” Lila says. 

Because of her experience in 
Equipment Service Accounts, she 
was assigned to the E.S.A. team 
and helped work out some of the 
computer programs involving the 
Company’s car records. 

In September, 1964 (“Every- 
thing happens to me in Septem- 
ber.”), she was assigned to her 
present position on TOPS. 

Lila has one daughter, Linda, 
also a graduate of the University 
of California, who is now teaching 
English in a Berlitz School in Ger- 
many. She is engaged to a German 
medical student. 

In her spare time, the SP com- 
puter expert enjoys going to horse 
races, and she shares a season box 
at Golden Gate Fields with three 
of her friends. 

Asked if she uses computers to 
help with handicapping, she smil- 
ingly shakes her head. “They 
wouldn’t be much help. Too many 
variables.” 

Lila also likes cross word puz- 
zles, double acrostics and mystery 
stories, and she has a mild interest 
in astrology. But she finds her job 
more absorbing than any hobby. 

“The work is fascinating,” she 
says; “and the people are just 
great, I’m proud to bea member of 
the TOPS team.”
